Afghan Taliban 
chiefs arrested in 
Pakistani sweeps

KABUL (AP) — Pakistani 
authorities, aided by 
U.S. intelligence, have 
apprehended more Afghan 
Taliban chiefs following the 
capture of the movement’s 
No. 2 figure — arrests that 
together represent the biggest 
blow to the insurgents since 
the U.S.-led invasion in 2001. 
The arrests of more than 
a dozen Taliban leaders, 
including known associates 
of Osama bin Laden, came as 
militants fought to keep a grip 
on their southern stronghold 
of Marjah. Hundreds of 
militants were holding out 
against a six-day-old assault 
by 15,000 U.S., NATO and 
Afghan troops.

AUSTIN, Texas (AP) — A 
software engineer furious 
with the U.S. tax agency 
plowed his small plane into an 
office building housing nearly 
200 federal tax employees 
on Thursday, officials said, 
setting off a raging fire that 
sent workers fleeing as thick 
plumes of black smoke poured 
into the air. 

The pilot was presumed dead 
and at least one person who 
worked in the building was 
unaccounted for. 

A U.S. law official identified 
the pilot as Joseph Stack 
— whose home was set on 


fire just before the crash — 
and said investigators were 
looking at an anti-government 
message on the Web linked 
to him. The Web site outlines 
problems with the Internal 
Revenue Service and says 
violence “is the only answer.” 
Federal law enforcement 


officials have said they were 
investigating whether the 
pilot slammed into the Austin 
building on purpose in an effort 
to blow up IRS offices. All the 
officials spoke on condition 
of anonymity because the 
investigation was ongoing.

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Dalai lama gets upbeat _ but quiet _ Obama welceme

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Barack Obama 
personally welcomed the Dalai 
Lama to the White House 
Thursday and lauded his 
goals for the Tibetan people, 
but he kept their get-together 
off-camera and low-key in an 
attempt to avoid inflaming 
tensions with China. 

At the risk of angering Beijing, 


Obama did tell the exiled 
spiritual leader that he backs 
the preservation of Tibet’s 
culture and supports human 
rights for its people. He also 
gave encouragement to the 
Dalai Lama’s request for talks 
with the Chinese government 
Meetings between the Dalai 
Lama and U.S. presidents 
became standard fare under 
former President George 
H.W. Bush nearly 20 years 
ago. But the choreography is 


always delicate and closely 
watched because of China’s 
sensitivity. 

Revered in much of the world, 
the Dalai Lama is seen by 
Beijing as a separatist seeking 
to overthrow Chinese rule 
of Tibet. Though he says 
that is untrue, China regards 
any official foreign leader’s 
contact with the Buddhist 
monk as an infringement 
on its sovereignty over the 
mountainous region and as a 
particularly unwelcome snub. 
China had urged Obama not 
to meet with the Dalai Lama. 
China is a rising global rival 
for the U.S. and a hoped-for 
partner. So concern about 
reprisals, in the form of 
reduced cooperation with 
Washington or other punitive 
steps, has led American 
presidents, including Obama, 
to tread carefully. 

There was no welcome fanfare 
on Thursday, nor a public 
appearance with the president. 
The White House released 
only a single official picture, 
rather than allow independent 
photographers and reporters 
to see the two men together. 
An official photograph was 
also the only release after the 
monk met later with Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham 


Clinton. This from a president 
who promised — and in some 
other ways has delivered — 
unprecedented transparency 
in his White House. 

The Dalai Lama did meet with 
reporters outside the White 
House, playfully tossing a bit 
of snow at them and declaring 
himself “very happy” with the 
visit, and had a short news 
conference at his hotel. 

There, he chided China for 
what he called its “childish” 
and “limited” approach to 
Tibetan efforts for greater 
rights. He said he expected a 
negative Chinese reaction to 
his meeting with Obama. 
George H.W. Bush allowed no 
photos of his 1991 talks with 
the Dalai Lama. Bill Clinton 
avoided formal sessions 
altogether, favoring drop- 
bys into the Dalai Lama’s 
other meetings. George W. 
Bush kept his meetings under 
wraps, too — though in 2007, 
he broke with tradition and 
appeared in public with the 
Dalai Lama to present him 
with the Congressional Gold 
Medal, at the Capitol. 
Everything about Obama’s 
meeting with the Dalai Lama 
was muted. 

“The optics of this thing are 
incredibly important to the 
Chinese,” said Michael Green, 
George W. Bush’s senior Asia 
adviser. 

So Obama sat down with his 
fellow Nobel laureate in the 
Map Room instead of the Oval 
Office — a decidedly lower 
status in the White House 
venue pecking order. Even the 
White House description of 
the talks was done on paper. 
The timing was a concession, 
too, as Obama declined to see 
the Dalai Lama during his 
Washington stay in October 
because it would have 
come before the president’s 
November China visit. 

“The president stated his strong 
support for the preservation 
of Tibet’s unique religious, 
cultural and linguistic identity 
and the protection of human 
rights for Tibetans in the 
People’s Republic of China,” 
White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs said after the 
private meeting that lasted for 
more than an hour. 

Obama’s handling of the Dalai 
Lama visit has concerned some 


who watched Obama seek the 
moral high ground on human 
rights during his campaign 
and early presidency. 

Even more, to a public worried 
about the loss of U.S. jobs and 
global influence to China, the 
deference could come across as 
bending to Beijing’s priorities. 
Similar questions arose during 
Obama’s Asia trip, when some 
analysts concluded that the 
president gave much to China 
and got little back. 

Obama, however, prides 
himself on pragmatism. 

He believes China’s help 
is the linchpin for several 
difficult and consequential 
global problems, from 
nuclear standoffs in Iran and 
North Korea to international 
agreement on fighting climate 
change. 

Further, while U.S.-Chinese 
relations have been strained 
for years over currency and 
military disputes and other 
issues, Beijing’s rapid growth 
of late has the two powerhouses 
moving closer to equals. With 
the Chinese government 
holding nearly $800 billion of 
federal U.S. debt, Beijing has 
extraordinary leverage in the 
relationship. Most recently, 
the Obama administration’s 
approval of a multibillion- 
dollar arms sale to Taiwan, 
the self-governing democratic 
island that Beijing claims as 
its own, has raised tensions. 
For the Dalai Lama, who fled 
his homeland to India in 1959 
during a failed uprising eight 
years after Chinese troops 
took over Tibet, the visit — 
whether private or not — was 
a boon. 

His envoy, Lodi Gyari, 
said Tibetans feeling 
marginalized by China would 
get encouragement from the 
session. Green said just the 
“fact that they spend time 
together in an intimate setting 
means everything for the 
Tibetan cause.” 

Speaking to reporters on the 
White House driveway, the 
Dalai Lama said he spoke 
to the president about the 
promotion of human values, 
religious harmony, a greater 
leadership role for women 
around the world and the 
concerns of the Tibetan 
people, and that Obama was 
“very much supportive.”!^ 


Flight dhrerted to Salt 
lake after bomb threat

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — An airliner that 
was diverted mid-flight because of a bomb 
threat was being scoured by investigators 
at Salt Lake City International Airport on 
Thursday. 

Airport spokeswoman Barbara Gann said a 
flight attendant found a note while the 757 
was en route from Denver to San Francisco 
and turned it over to the pilot. 

“The note was threatening enough for the 
pilot to feel like he should divert,” Gann 
said. 

Gann said the passengers and crew were 
taken to the international terminal, where 
the FBI interviewed passengers while 
trying to figure out the note’s origin. 
Passengers said the pilot announced 
there was a credible threat and that the 
flight would be landing in Salt Lake City 


shortly. 

“It was surreal. ‘This can’t be happening,’ 
“ said Mary Beth Winski of Durango, 
Colorado. 

Winski, 65, and her 66-year-old husband, 
Bob, said there was no panic and that the 
flight landed about 12 minutes later. 

The Winskis said they were asked to give 
their IDs to FBI agents before getting off 
the plane, then were bused to the airport’s 
international terminal where they were 
asked whether they had seen anything 
suspicious before the note was found in the 
plane’s galley. 

The couple said United told them they 
would be boarding the same plane in late 
afternoon to finish their flight to California, 
where they were headed to see friends and 
family. United Airlines spokeswoman Jean 
Medina said 168 passengers and six crew 
were on the flight. □

WHITE PLAINS, New York 
(AP)—Former New York City 
police Commissioner Bernard 
Kerik, who was hailed as a 
hero after the Sept. 11 terror 
attacks and nearly became 
chief of Homeland Security, 
was sentenced Thursday to 
four years in federal prison. 
Kerik, a protege of former 
Mayor Rudolph Giuliani, 
pleaded guilty in November 
to eight felonies, including tax 
fraud and lying to the White 
House while being vetted for 
the Homeland Security post in 
2004. 

District Judge Stephen 
Robinson said Kerik, 54, 
made “a conscious decision to 
essentially lie to the President 
of the United States to get a 
Cabinet position.” 

Robinson went well beyond 
federal sentencing guidelines, 
which suggested 27 to 33 
months. 

He said the guidelines do not 
take into account “the almost 
operatic proportions of this 
case.” 

The judge said that after 9/11, 
Kerik in many ways acted 
in the “highest tradition of a 
public servant.” 

“The fact that Mr. Kerik would 
use that event for personal 
gain and aggrandizement is a 


dark place in the soul for me,” 
Robinson said. 

Robinson said some of the 
crimes were committed while 
Kerik was “the chief law 
enforcement officer for the 
biggest and grandest city this 
nation has.” 

“It is a very sad day when the 
former commissioner of the 
greatest police department 
in the world is sentenced 
to prison for base criminal 
conduct,” U.S. Attorney Preet 
Bharara said. 

Kerik told the judge he had 
“become a better person.” 

“I know I must be punished,” 


he said before being sentenced. 
“I only ask that you allow 
me to return to my wife and 
two little girls as soon as 
possible.” His daughters are 7 
and 9 years old. 

When the four-year sentence 
was imposed, Kerik stared 
straight ahead, showing no 
emotion. 

Kerik had been free on bond 
and under house arrest since 
pleading guilty. Prosecutors 
asked that he be sent straight 
to jail on Thursday, but 
the judge allowed him to 
return home while a prison 
is selected for him and to 
surrender voluntarily on May 
17. The conditions of his 
release, including wearing an 
electronic monitoring device, 
continue. 

Kerik spent three weeks in 
jail last fall when Robinson 
said he released secret 
pretrial information that could 
influence a jury pool. While 
in jail, Kerik voluntarily spent 
10 days in the psychiatric

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Conservatives seem more 
fired up than they’ve been in 
years, rallying against U.S. 
President Barack Obama. But 
energy alone won’t herald a 
Republican revolution, and the 
excitement pulsing through the 
party base masks the disputes 
and divisions ahead of critical 
midterm elections. 

This year’s political 
environment certainly seems 
unfriendly for the Democrats 
who control the White 


House and Congress, and 
Republicans are poised for 
big electoral gains following 
recent statewide victories in 
Massachusetts, New Jersey 
and Virginia. Yet, fights 
within the party could hinder 
Republican prospects come 
November. So could the lack 
of both a leader and a message 
other than anti-Obama. 

“I think 2010 is going to 
be a phenomenal year for 
the conservative cause, 
and I think Barack Obama 
is a one-term president,” 
former Vice President Dick 
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Cheney declared Thursday, 
making a surprise appearance 
at an annual gathering of 
conservatives and earning a 
raucous reception. 

Along with the right wing’s 
new fervor, the Republican 
Party’s struggle to find a 
unified voice was clear from 
the start of the annual three- 
day Conservative Political 
Action Conference — both in 
the speaker whom organizers 
chose to deliver the keynote 
address but also in what he 
had to say. 

“America already has a 
Democrat Party. It doesn’t 
need two Democrat parties,” 
said Marco Rubio, suggesting 
that Republicans who don’t 
adhere to certain principles 
— namely his U.S. Senate 
primary opponent Charlie 
Crist in Florida — are no 
different from Democrats. 
Rubio added: “People want 
leaders who will come here 
... and stand up to this big- 
government agenda, not be 
co-opted by it.” 

In the Senate race that 
typifies the Republican 
Party’s identity crisis, Rubio 
is backed by grass-roots 
groups in his bid against Crist, 
the establishment-favored 
governor once considered a 
shoo-in for the nomination. 
Given a national platform, 
Rubio gave a speech that 
contained several criticisms 
of Crist, though not by name, 
and that was met with much 
enthusiasm. 


Such bitterly contested 
primaries underscore the short¬ 
term and long-term challenges 
facing Republicans. “There 
is still a struggle within the 
Republican Party over who 
we are and what we stand 
for,” acknowledged Sen. Jim 
DeMint. 

DeMint then took on 
Republican senators he 
believes don’t fight for 
individual liberty, smaller 
government and lower 
spending, telling the crowd: 
“It’s a fight between those 
who take their constitutional 
oath seriously and those who 
don’t.” 

“I would rather have 30 
Marco Rubios in the Senate 
than 60 Arlen Specters,” 
DeMint added, referring to the 
moderate Republican-tumed- 
Democrat. 

The problems don’t end at 
such squabbles. 

Republicans have no unifying 
leader like former President 
Ronald Reagan. There are 
many big voices in the mix, 
including TV’s Glenn Beck 
and 2008 vice presidential 
nominee Sarah Palin. But 
there’s no unifying message 
like the Contract with America 
that was credited with helping 
the Republican Party take over 
Congress in 1994. 

Also, antiestablishment “tea 
party” coalitions — largely 
made up of people with 
conservative and libertarian 
views — aren’t pledging 
allegiance to the Republican 


Party. But Republican 
chairman Michael Steele is 
trying to bring them into the 
fold; he recently held an hours- 
long meeting with several “tea 
party” leaders. 

“Let’s say to the Republicans: 
‘Will you show us you know 
how to be you?”’ said Dick 
Armey, the former House 
majority leader who has 
seemed to take on the de facto 
“tea party” leader role — even 
as he insists he doesn’t want 
it. “They must come to us 
and show they’re worthy of 
our loyalty. We don’t come to 
them.” 

Longtime Republican 

conservative leaders, 

meanwhile, are doing their 
own thing. They updated a 
statement this week defining 
the movement’s principles, 
saying: “We need a restatement 
of constitutional conservatism 
grounded in the priceless 
principle of ordered liberty 
articulated in the Declaration 
of Independence and the 
Constitution.” 

It’s clear that one thing the 
Republican Party has going 
for it — perhaps the biggest 
thing — is an awakened 
conservative base that’s taking 
on Obama at every turn. It’s a 
shift from recent years, when 
the party’s right wing was 
depressed during George 
W. Bush’s second term and 
Republican Party nominee 
John McCain’s candidacy. The 
senator never was a darling of 
the right. □

“Violence not only is 
the answer, it is the only 
answer,” the long note on 
Stack’s Web site reads, citing 
past problems with the tax¬ 
collecting agency. 

“I saw it written once that 
the definition of insanity is 
repeating the same process 
over and over and expecting 
the outcome to suddenly be 
different. I am finally ready 
to stop this insanity. Well, 
Mr. Big Brother IRS man, 
let’s try something different; 
take my pound of flesh and 
sleep well,” the note, dated 
Thursday, reads. 

At least one person who 
worked in the building was 
unaccounted for and two 
people were hospitalized, 
said Austin Fire Department 
Division Chief Dawn 
Clopton. She did not have any 
information about the pilot. 
About 190 IRS employees 
work in the building, and 
IRS spokesman Richard 
C. Sanford the agency was 
trying to account for all of its 
workers. 

After the plane crashed into 
the building, flames shot 
out, windows exploded and 
workers scrambled to safety. 
Thick smoke billowed out of 
the second and third stories 
hours later as fire crews 
battled the blaze. 

“The ceiling caved in and 
windows blew in. We got up 
and ran,” said Peggy Walker, 
an IRS revenue officer who 
was sitting at her desk in 
the building when the plane 
crashed. 

Andrew Jacobson was on the 
second floor when he heard 
a “big whoomp” and then a 
second explosion. He also 
thought a bomb exploded. 
“When I went to look out 
the window I saw wreckage, 
wheels and everything. 
That’s when I realized it 
was a plane,” said Jacobson, 
whose bloody hands were 
bandaged. 

Jacobson, also an IRS revenue 
officer, said about six people 
couldn’t use the stairwell 
because of smoke and debris. 
He found metal bar to bust a 
window so the group could 
crawl out on a concrete ledge 
where they were rescued by 
firefighters. 


Earlier Thursday, about five 
miles (eight kilometers) 
from the crash site, Stack’s 
$232,000 home was 
engulfed in flames. Two law 
enforcement officials said 
Stack had apparently set fire 
to his home before the crash. 
The roof of Stack’s red brick 
home on a tree-lined street in 
a middle-class neighborhood 
was mostly caved in, and the 
home’s windows were blown 
out. 

The garage doors were open 
and a big pile of debris was 
inside. 

Elbert Hutchins, who lives 
one house away, said a woman 
and her teenage daughter 
drove up to the house before 
firefighters arrived. 

“They both were very, very 
distraught,” said Hutchins, 
a retiree who said he didn’t 
know the family well. “’That’s 
our house! ’ they cried ‘That’s 
our house!”’ 

Red Cross spokeswoman 
Marty McKellips said the 
agency was treating two 
people who live in the house. 
She said they would not be 
commenting. 

Eederal Aviation 

Administration spokesman 
Eynn Eunsford said the 
pilot took off from nearby 
Georgetown but didn’t file 
a flight plan. FAA records 
show that a Piper PA-28 
Cherokee with the same tail 
number as the plane that flew 
into the building is registered 
to Joseph A. Stack. 

Those who saw the plane 
before it slammed into the 
building were stunned to see 
it flying so low. 

“It was insane,” said Matt 
Eamey, 39, who was in 
the parking lot of a nearby 
Home Depot. “It didn’t look 
like he was out of control or 
anything.” 

Reginaldo Tiul-Tiul, a 
dishwasher at the nearby 
Sushi Sake Japanese Cuisine, 
said he had just gotten off a 
bus and was waiting to go 
into work when he saw the 
plane crash. 

“I looked at my co-worker 
and said, ‘Why is that plane 
so low?”’ Tiul-Tiul, 30, said 
in Spanish. “It went straight 
for the building.” 

Sitting at her desk in another 
building about a half-mile 
from the crash, Michelle

Santibanez said she felt 
vibrations. She and her co¬ 
workers ran to the windows, 
where they saw a scene that 
reminded them of the Sept. 
11, 2001 U.S. terror attacks, 
she said. 

“It was the same kind of 
scenario with window 
panels falling out and desks 
falling out and paperwork 
flying,” said Santibanez, an 
accountant. 

The National Transportation 
Safety Board said an 
investigator from the board’s 
Dallas office has been 
dispatched to the scene of the 
crash. The White House also 
said President Barack Obama 
was briefed about the crash. 
As a precaution, the 
Colorado-based North 
American Aerospace Defense 
Command launched two E- 
16 aircraft from Houston’s 
Ellington Field, and is 
conducting an air patrol over 
the crash area.

Stack had a troubled business 
history, twice starting software 
companies in California that 
ultimately were suspended 
by the state’s Franchise Tax 
Board. 

In 1985, he incorporated 


Prowess Engineering Inc. in 
Corona. It was suspended 
two years later. He started 
Software Systems Service 
Corp. in Eincoln in 1995 and 
that entity was suspended in 
2001. Stack listed himself 
as chief executive officer of

AMSTERDAM (AP) — 
Top U.N. climate change 
official Yvo de Boer told The 
Associated Press on Thursday 
that he was resigning after 
nearly four years, a period 
when governments struggled 
without success to agree on a 
new global warming deal. 

His departure takes effect July 
1, five months before 193 
nations are due to reconvene 
in Mexico for another attempt 
to reach a binding worldwide 
accord on controlling 
greenhouse gases. De Boer’s 
resignation adds to the 
uncertainty that a full treaty 
can be finalized there. 

De Boer is known to be 
deeply disappointed with the 
outcome of the last summit 
in Copenhagen, which drew 
120 world leaders but failed 
to reach more than a vague 
promise by several countries 


to limit carbon emissions — 
and even that deal fell short of 
consensus. 

But he denied to the AP that his 
decision to quit was a result of 
frustration with Copenhagen. 
“Copenhagen wasn’t what 
I had hoped it would be,” 
he acknowledged, but the 
summit nonetheless prompted 
governments to submit plans 
and targets for reigning in the 
emissions primarily blamed 
for global warming. “I think 
that’s a pretty solid foundation 
for the global response that 
many are looking for,” he 
said. 

De Boer told the AP he believes 
talks “are on track.” 

He recommended the next 
talks take a different tack. 
Rather than convene several 
negotiating sessions involving 
nearly 200 countries, 
Mexico, which is chairing 
the negotiations throughout 
this year, should prepare the 


November conference to work 
in smaller groups to lay the 
groundwork of a deal. 

The Mexicans should “engage 
more intensively early in the 
process, so that you don’t 
only rely on formal meetings 
but through bilateral contacts 
and frequent meetings in a 
smaller setting and an earlier 
understanding of how the 
process can be advanced,” he 
toldAP. 

“At the moment, it tends to 
be very much a stop-and- 
start affair with everything 
concentrated in the formal 
negotiations, where I think 
a much more continuous 
engagement by (Mexico) is 
needed.” 

The partial agreement reached 
in Copenhagen, brokered 
by Obama, “was very 
significant,” he said. But he 
acknowledged frustration that 
the deal was merely “noted” 
rather than formally adopted 


by all countries. 

“We were about an inch away 
from a formal agreement. It 
was basically in our grasp, but 
it didn’t happen,” he said. “So 
that was a pity.” 

The media-sawy former 
Dutch civil servant and climate 
negotiator was widely credited 
with raising the profile of 
climate issues through his 
frequent press encounters 
and his backstage lobbying of 
world leaders. 

But his constant travel and 
frenetic diplomacy failed to 
bridge the suspicions and 
distrust between developing 
and industrial countries that 
barred the way to a final 
agreement at the climate 
change summit in Copenhagen 
in December.

Nine Taliban militants linked 
to al-Qaida were nabbed in 
three raids late Wednesday 
and early Thursday near the 
port eity of Karaehi, Pakistani 
intelligenee officials said, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity because they 
weren’t supposed to release 
the information. 

Two Taliban shadow governors 
also were apprehended in 
separate raids, Afghan and 
Pakistani officials said without 
giving specifics. 

The arrests follow the capture 
in Karachi of Mullah Abdul 
Ghani Baradar, second only 
to the Taliban’s one-eyed 
leader. Mullah Mohammad 
Omar. The White House 
and the Pakistani army have 
confirmed Baradar’s arrest 
but have released few details, 
including when and how he 
was apprehended. 

Pakistani intelligence officials 
said Baradar was traveling by 
car on the outskirts of Karachi 
when agents intercepted his 
vehicle, arresting him along 
with three bodyguards. One 
intelligence official said 
Baradar has provided “useful” 
information that led to the 
arrests of other militants. 

They said communications 
intercepted by U.S. authorities 
played a key role in tracking 
and arresting the suspects, 
who were in Karachi buying 
timers and other bomb-making 


equipment. They were taken 
to Islamabad for questioning. 
Pentagon spokesman Geoff 
Morrell said the U.S. was 
pleased with the recent arrests. 
He declined to say whether 
they were the result of better 
intelligence or an increased 
willingness by Pakistan to go 
after suspected militants. 
“What I will say to you, yet 
again, is that we are enormously 
heartened by the fact that the 
Pakistani government and their 
military intelligence services 
increasingly recognize the 
threat within their midst and 
are doing something about it,” 
Morrell said. 

Some of those apprehended 
included key figures in the 
Afghan insurgency, while 
others are members of militant 
groups that operate just across 
the border in Pakistan. 

Among those arrested were 
Ameer Muawiya, a bin Laden 
associate who was in charge 
of foreign al-Qaida militants 
in Pakistan’s border areas, 
and Akhunzada Popalzai, also 
known as Mohammad Younis, 
a one-time Taliban shadow 
governor in Zabul province 
and former police chief in 
Kabul, according to Mullah 
Mamamood, a tribal leader in 
Ghazni province. 

Others captured in Karachi 
included Hamza, a former 
Afghan army commander in 
Helmand province during 
Taliban rule, and Abu Riyad 
al Zarqawi, a liaison with 


Chechen and Tajik militants 
in Pakistan’s border area, 
Pakistani officials said. 

Taliban shadow governors 
— Mullah Abdul Salam of 
Kunduz province and Mullah 
Mohammad in Baghlan 
province — were arrested 
separately in Pakistan about 
10 to 12 days ago, according 
to the Kunduz governor, 
Mohammad Omar. 

The two shadow governors 
were instrumental in expanding 
Taliban influence in the north, 
raising fears the insurgency 
was spreading beyond its 
base in the south. Salam was 
arrested in the Pakistani city 
of Faisalabad. One of the 
officials said Salam’s arrest 
was the result of information 
gleaned from Mullah Baradar. 
“He was Mullah Omar’s key 
person in the north,” said 
Omar, the Kunduz governor. 
“He was a tyrant. He was 
a cruel person. He strongly 
rejected the peace process.” 
Talibanspokesmenhavedenied 
the arrests, accusing NATO 
of spreading propaganda 
to undermine the morale of 
Taliban fighters holding out 
in Marjah against the biggest 
NATO military operation of 
the eight-year war. 

Thousands of U.S., British 
and Afghan troops are 
besieging Taliban-controlled 
areas around the Helmand 
province town, linchpin of the 
militant’s southern supply and 
drug-smuggling network.

Once Marjah is won, NATO is 
expected to shift to neighboring 
Kandahar province, the 
birthplace of the Taliban. 
Squeezing the Taliban goes 
hand-in-hand with U.S. Gen. 
Stanley McChrystal’s strategy 
to convince the insurgents they 
can’t win and offer militants 
a way to leave the Taliban. 
The Afghan government 
is finalizing a plan to coax 
low- and mid-level fighters to 
switch sides in exchange for 
economic incentives and to 
lure the Taliban’s top echelon 
into reconciliation talks. 
Baradar is considered a 
pragmatic Taliban leader, 
prompting some experts on 
the region to speculate that he 
was captured so he could liaise 
with the Taliban leadership.

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US-Cuba immigration taiks under ciond of mistrust

HAVANA (AP) — The last 
time U. S. diplomats traveled to 
Havana, they held secret talks 
with their Cuban counterparts 
that were hailed as the most

significant in decades. Almost 
nothing has gone right for 
U.S.-Cuba relations in the five 
long months since. 

When State Department 
officials sit down with Cuban 
leaders for immigration talks 


Friday, the encounter will take 
place under a cloud of mutual 
mistrust and dashed hopes. 
Last year’s hopes that the 
election of President Barack 
Obama could mean quicker 
progress toward ending a half- 
century of U.S-Cuban enmity 
now seem a pipe dream. 
“Expectations on both sides 
were perhaps too high, and as 
a result I think there is a lot of 
disappointment,” said Robert 
Pastor, a longtime foreign 
policy adviser on hemispheric 
affairs and professor at 
American University. 

The delegation will be led by 
Craig Kelly, deputy assistant 
secretary of state for Western 
Hemisphere affairs and the 
most senior U.S. official to 
travel to Cuba in years. One 
of Kelly’s subordinates, Bisa 
Williams, came in September 


for separate talks aimed at 
re-establishing direct mail 
service. 

A State Department spokesman 
told The Associated Press that 
Kelly could venture beyond 
the meeting’s focus and into 
stickier subjects. 

“Other matters of mutual 
concern may arise in our 
meetings,” Charles Luoma- 
Overstreet said. 

That surely includes the 
fate of Alan P. Gross, a 60- 
year-old U.S. government 
contractor from Potomac, 
Maryland, arrested in Cuba on 
Dec. 3. Gross — a longtime 
international development 
worker who Cuba contends 
is a spy — has been held at 
Havana’s high-security Villa 
Marista jail without charge 
for allegedly supplying 
communication equipment 
to members of Cuba’s tiny 
Jewish community. 

“This is a matter we have 
raised on multiple occasions 
with the Cuban government 
and that we will continue 
to raise with them,” said 
Luoma-Overstreet. “We 
believe he should be released 
and permitted to return to his 
family.” 

Ending weeks of silence. 
Gross’s wife put out an Internet 
video Thursday pleading for 
his release. 

“Alan has done nothing wrong 
and we need him home,” a 
somber looking Judy Gross 
said. “Alan is a humanitarian. 
He loves other cultures. ... 
In Cuba, he was helping the 
Jewish community improve 
communications and Internet 
access.” 

She expressed hope that this 
week’s talks will help lead to 
her husband’s release. 

“We’re hoping that the U.S. 
officials and the Cuban 
officials can get together and 
mutually agree on a way to 
bring him home,” she said. 
She said she had been allowed 
threebriefphone conversations 
with her husband, and he had 
been visited twice by U.S. 
consular officials. 

Pastor said the timing of Gross ’ 
arrest has been particularly 
chilling for relations. 

“In the eyes of some in the 
United States, the question is, 
‘Why did the Cubans arrest 
him now?”’ he said. “The 


Cubans apparently knew of 
his work and the program for 
many years, so the fact they 
arrested him at this moment 
has led some in the government 
to ask what message they are 
trying to send.” 

Things seemed far more 
positive last September, 
when Williams stayed on in 
Cuba after the mail talks for 
unannounced meetings with 
senior officials and toured 
a government agricultural 
facility. 

A Cuban official told AP at 
the time that she also attended 
a rock concert that drew 
hundreds of thousands to 
the iconic Revolution Plaza, 
beneath a giant likeness of 
revolutionary hero Ernesto 
“Che” Guevara. 

The visit raised hopes of a 
new beginning for relations 
under Obama, who has said 
he wanted to extend a hand of 
friendship — but it has been 
all downhill since then. 

In November, the State 
Department expressed concern 
after reputed Cuban security 
officials briefly detained 
a well-known blogger, 
Yoani Sanchez. Obama 
later personally responded 
to a series of questions that 
Sanchez posted on her Web 
site, raising her profile and 
angering Cuban officials. 
Havana held military exercises 
soon after that a senior army 
official said were designed 
to counter a possible U.S. 
attack. 

More recently, Cuban leaders 
have been highly critical 
of Obama’s performance at 
climate talks in Copenhagen, 
suspicious of U.S. policy in 
Latin America, and downright 
apoplectic about Cuba’s 
inclusion on a list of alleged 
state sponsors of terrorism. 

In December, Fidel Castro 
wrote in an essay that Obama’s 
“friendly smile and African- 
American face” are masking 
Washington’s sinister designs 
on Latin America. Cuba’s 
foreign minister called the 
U.S. president an “imperial 
and arrogant” liar. 

Castro even criticized U.S. 
relief efforts in quake- 
devastated Haiti, accusing 
Washington of sending 
troops to “occupy Haitian

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Niger soldiers confirm coup on state TV

NIAMEY, Niger (AP) — 
Renegade soldiers in armored 
vehicles stormed Niger’s 
presidential palace with a hail 
of gunfire in broad daylight 
Thursday, kidnapping the 
country’s strongman president 
and then appearing on state 
television to declare they 
staged a successful coup. 

The soldiers also said on 
state TV that the country’s 
constitution had been 
suspended and all its 
institutions dissolved. The 
spokesman for the soldiers 
said the country is now being 
led by the Supreme Council for 
the Restoration of Democracy. 
He asked citizens and the 
international community 
to have faith in their ideals 
which “could turn Niger into 
an example of democracy and 
of good governance.” 

Smoke rose from the white- 
hued multistory palace 
complex and the echo of 
machine-gunfire foratleasttwo 


hours sent frightened residents 
running for cover, emptying 
the desert country’s downtown 
boulevards at midday. Traore 
Amadou, a local journalist 
who was in the presidency 
when the shooting began, said 
President Mamadou Tandja 
was kidnapped by mutinous 
troops. 

French radio station Radio 
France Internationale reported 
that the soldiers burst in and 
neutralized the presidential 
guard before entering the room 
where Tandja was holding 
a Cabinet meeting. They 
politely escorted him outside 
to a waiting car which drove 
him toward a military camp 
on the outskirts of the capital. 
His whereabouts remained 
unknown hours later when the 
soldiers took to the airwaves 
to announce the coup. 

Tandja first took power in 
democratic elections in 1999 
that followed an era of coups 
and rebellions. But instead of 
stepping down as mandated by 
law on Dec. 22, he triggered 


a political crisis by pushing 
through a new constitution 
in August that removed term 
limits and gave him near- 
totalitarian powers. 

Niger has become increasingly 
isolated since then, with the 
15-nation regional bloc of 
West African states suspending 
Niger from its ranks and the 
U.S. government cutting off 
non-humanitarian aid and 
imposing travel restrictions on 
some government officials. 
The ease with which Niger’s 
democratic institutions have 
been swept aside has marked a 
setback for a region struggling 
to shake off autocratic rulers. 
In Guinea, a military junta 
seized power in December 
2008 after the death of the 
country’s longtime dictator, 
only to have the junta leader 
go into voluntary exile after 
he survived an assassination 
attempt a year later. 

The nation’s latest troubles 
began suddenly in Niamey 
on Thursday afternoon, when 
gunfire broke out around the 


impoverished nation’s small 
presidency. 

“Armored vehicles came into 
the palace and began shooting 
at the building,” said Moussa 
Mounkaila, a palace driver. He 
said the mutinous troops had 
come from a military barracks 
at Tondibia, about seven miles 
(12 kilometers) west of the 
capital. Mounkaila said he saw 
some smoke rising from the 
damaged presidency before he 
jumped over a wall and fled. 
Tandja had just gathered 
government ministers for a 
Cabinet meeting when the 
gunfire erupted outside. 

A diplomat in neighboring 
Burkina Faso said the mutinous 
soldiers are led by Col. 
Abdoulaye Adamou Harouna, 
the former aide-de-camp of 
Niger’s previous coup leader 
Maj. Daouda Mallam Wanke. 
In Niamey, soldiers contacted 
by telephone inside their 
barracks said the coup was 
led by Col. Adamou Harouna, 
but gave a different first name 
— saying it was Djibril, not

LOS ANGELES - Kathryn 
Grayson, whose beauty 
and lilting soprano voice 
brightened such popular MGM 
musicals of the 1040s and ‘50s 
as “Anchors Aweigh,” “Show 
Boat” and “Kiss Me Kate,” 
has died at age 88. 

Grayson died Wednesday at 
her Los Angeles home, the 
actress’ longtime secretary and 
companion, Sally Sherman, 
told The Associated Press. 
“She just went to sleep and 
didn’t wake up,” Sherman 
said Thursday. 

Grayson’s youthful ambition 
was to sing opera, but she 
wasn’t able to accomplish that 
dream until after her movie 
career ended. While still a 
teenager, she was placed 


under contract at MGM at 
a time when the studio was 
assembling a stable of musical 
talent that would dominate the 
era of great musicals. 

“I thought they were wastingc 
their time and money,” 
Grayson recalled of her first 
days at the studio. “I even 
told (studio boss) Louis B. 
Mayer that. He said he knew 
a lot more than a 16-year-old 
girl who is and who isn’t good 
material for pictures. 

“He offered a deal: I would 
make a screen test, and if the 
studio liked the test, I would 
shut up forever. If not, I would 

go. 

“It was the longest test in 
motion picture history. They 
spent hundreds of thousands 
of dollars; it was almost a 
two-reeler. I did everything_ 
opera, popular songs, drama, 
comedy. ... The studio liked it. 
I told Mr. Mayer I didn’t like 
it. He went home with a heart 
attack.” 

Concerned, Grayson agreed 
to stay, and she turned down 
an offer to sing “Lucia” at the 
Metropolitan Opera. She later 
learned that Mayer had two 
ploys to persuade recalcitrant 
actors: to cry or to claim a 
heart attack. 

Like Lana Turner, Esther 
Williams, Donna Reed and 
other MGM newcomers, 
Grayson was given a tryout as 
Mickey Rooney’s sweetheart 
in the studio’s popular Andy 
Hardy film series. She played 
the title role in “Andy Hardy’s 
Private Secretary” and sang 
Strauss’s “Voices of Spring.” 
Mayer was convinced that he 
had a future star. 

She was cast in three minor 
films, including a musical 
with Abbot and Costello, then 
played Gene Kelly’s girlfriend 
in a wartime revue that 
included major MGM stars, 
“Thousands Cheer.” 

“Anchors Aweigh,” a 1945 hit 
with Kelly and Frank Sinatra, 
confirmed her star status. 
Her bell-like soprano made 
her the ideal co-star with 
Hollywood’s full-voiced male 
singers in operettas and other 
musicals. She made three 
films with Howard Keel, two 


with Mario Lanza, one with 
Gordon MacRae. 

Other musicals included 
“Two Sisters from Boston,” 
“Ziegfeld Follies,” “Till 
the Clouds Roll By,” “That 
Midnight Kiss,” “The Toast 
of New Orleans,” “Lovely to 
Look At,” “The Desert Song” 
and “So This Is Love.” 
Normally she was the most 
congenial of actresses during 
filming, but she did have 
one public flare-up with the 
temperamental Lanza. He 
lit the fire when he told an 
interviewer: “I’ll always have 
a soft spot in my heart for 
Kathryn because she was in 
my first two pictures.” 

She took offense because she 
believed as an established 
MGM star, they were 
her pictures. She told an 
interviewer she objected 
to Lanza’s behavior on the 
set, especially his vulgar 
language. 

Her last film, “The Vagabond 
King” in 1956, soured her on 
movies. She was scheduled to 
be reunited with Lanza, but he 
pulled one of his characteristic 
no-shows. An unknown 
Oreste Kirkpop (billed only 
as Oreste), was a last-minute 
substitution. “He couldn’t 
speak English, so the director, 
Mike Curtiz, told me to speak 
his lines. 

'But I’m not Francois Villon,’ 
I said. 'It doesn’t matter,’ said 
Mike.” Oreste’s lines were 
dubbed. 

“It never should have been 
made,” she told an interviewer. 
“(Composer) Rudolf Friml 
was so upset about it that he 
told Paramount he was going 
out of town for the weekend. 
He went to Hong Kong.” 

Bom Zelma Kathryn Hedrick 
on Feb. 9, 1922, in Winston- 
Salem, N.C., Grayson’s father 
a building contractor and real 
estate agent. Because of his 
business, the family moved 
frequently, eventually settling 
in St. Louis Her parents 
recognized her gifted voice 
and arranged an audition 
before opera star Frances 
Marshall. She encouraged 
the girl to continue her music 
lessons. □

Job market improvement may 
be slowing, data show

WASHINGTON - Layoffs 
aren’t slowing as fast as some 
analysts had expected. 

That was the message 
Thursday in a government 
report that the number of 
people filing first-time claims 
for unemployment benefits 
rose unexpectedly last week. 
Jobless claims rose by 31,000 
to a seasonally adjusted 
473,000. 

The increase followed a drop 
of41,000 in the previous week. 
The earlier figure had raised 
hopes that the job market was 
improving steadily. 

The four-week average for 
claimsdippedl,500to467,500, 
near the lows at the end of last 
year. The average smooths 
out week-to-week volatility. 
But many economists say 
the four-week average would 
need to fall consistently 
below 425,000 to signal 
that the economy is close to 
generating net job gains. The 
economy has lost 8.4 million 
jobs since the recession began 
in December 2007. Further 
evidence that the pace of the 
economic recovery is slowing 
was a private research group’s 


forecast of economic activity. 
The Conference Board’s index 
of leading economic indicators 
rose for a 10th straight month 
in January, but the rate of 
increase is easing. The index is 
designed to forecast activity in 
the next three to six months. 
Many economists have 
raised concern that growth 
will stagnate this year as 
government support programs 
wind down and unemployment 
remains high. 

The key message from the 
leading indicators is that 
the recovery from the worst 
recession since the 1930s is 
plodding ahead — “stumbling 
at times, but it is moving 
forward,” said Jennifer Lee, 
senior economist at BMO 
Capital Markets. 

Analysts say the closing of 
businesses and government 
offices last week because 
of snowstorms might have 
prevented some newly 
unemployed workers from 
filing their initial claims for 
unemployment benefits. 

The figures were collected 
as the government also was 
gathering information for 
the February report on the 
unemployment rate and 
employer payrolls. 


The severe weather may 
distort those figures, too, 
economists said. That could 
make it hard to get an accurate 
picture of the job market for 
several weeks. 

Even so, some analysts 
said the latest figures are a 
cautionary signal. 

“At least for the moment, 
the trend in layoffs seems 
at best to have leveled off 
— and perhaps to have 
begun a renewed increase,” 
Pierre Ellis, an economist at 
Decision Economics, wrote in 
a research note. 
Manufacturing has been 
among the few pockets of 
strength in the economy. But 
many other industries in the 
much larger service sector 
remain weak. 

“Strong manufacturing is not 
enough to support the labor 
market as a whole, it seems,” 
said Ian Shepherdson, an 
economist at High Frequency 
Economics. 

A third report Thursday 
said wholesale prices shot 
up at double the expected 
pace in January. But the 
surprising surge was viewed 
as a temporary blip and not a 
signal of sustained inflation. 
The Labor Department said 
wholesale prices rose 1.4 
percent. But most of the 
increase was due to a jump in 
gasoline prices, which surged 
11.5 percent. 

Core inflation at the wholesale 
level, which excludes energy 
and food, rose 0.3 percent. 
But that, too, was due mainly 
to a single volatile category: 
light trucks. Over the past 
12 months, core prices at the 
wholesale level have risen 
a moderate 1 percent. Most 
economists say inflation is 
unlikely to become a threat 
any time soon because of 
downward pressures on wages 
and prices from layoffs and 
fear of further job lossesQ

Stronger manufacturing 
renort lifts stock market

NEW YORK-The stockmarket edged higher as news of stronger 
regional manufacturing offset concerns about unemployment 
and weak sales at Wal-Mart. 

Stocks rose Thursday for a third straight day. The Dow Jones 
industrial average has gained more than 200 points this week. 
Treasury prices fell as improvements in some economic reports 
eased demand for safe havens. 

The Philadelphia Federal Reserve said manufacturing in its 
region is improving. The Philly Fed’s manufacturing index rose 
to 17.6 in February from 15.2 in January. That follows reports 
the past two days that also pointed to a pickup in business at the 
nation’s factories. 

The report lifted stocks of companies that process raw materials 
because increased manufacturing should boost sales. Newmont 
Mining Corp. and glass maker Owens-Illinois Inc. each rose 
more than 2 percent. The market’s advance was limited by a 
Labor Department report that the number of workers seeking 
unemployment benefits for the first time rose 31,000 to 473,000 
last week. Economists polled by Thomson Reuters forecast 
claims would fall. Unemployment is a major obstacle to a 
sustained recovery. 

Meanwhile, Wal-Mart Stores Inc. reported a drop in quarterly 
sales at its flagship U. S. stores and issued a disappointing forecast. 
Investors have been buying stocks this week on growing evidence 
of growth in the U.S. economy. They seem to have stopped 
worrying, at least for now, about potential overseas troubles 
derailing a global recovery. Investors have been concerned 
that debt problems in Greece and other European countries 
could spread. China’s move to tighten lending standards and 
slow its growth to avoid speculative bubbles has also worried 
investors. Eric Mintz, assistant portfolio manager of the Eagle 
Mid Cap Growth Fund in St. Petersburg, Fla., said traders were 
able to look past the latest jobs report because heavy snow in 
parts of the country has skewed some of the numbers to make 
unemployment look worse. □

VANCOUVER, British 
Columbia (AP) — Maria 
Riesch joined best friend 
Lindsey Vonn as an Alpine 
gold medalist at the Vancouver 
Olympics on Thursday, 
winning the super-combined 
race on Whistler mountain. 
The German skier, who had 
been second to Vonn after the 
downhill portion of the two- 
run race, won the gold in a 
combined time of 2 minutes, 
9.14 seconds — a day after the 
American won the downhill 
despite a bruised right shin. 

“I was really nervous, that was 
the problem for the downhill,” 
Riesch said. “Today I was 
much more calm, more 
confident.” 

Julia Mancuso, who earned 
the silver on Wednesday in the 
downhill, was again second 
on the podium in the super- 
combi, and Anja Paerson of 
Sweden took bronze. Vonn 
missed a gate and then lost 
a ski in the slalom, failing to 
finish. 

“My skiing is feeling really 
good now, and I have two 
more events and I hope I can 
make them just as good,” 
said Mancuso, who is the 


defending Olympic champion 
in the giant slalom. 

The course used for the 
downhill portion of Thursday’s 
race was slightly shortened 
and the final jump was shaved 
due to a spate of crashes on 
Wednesday. 

Tora Berger reached a 


milestone forNorway, winning 
the country’s 100th Winter 
Olympic gold medal in the 15- 
kilometer individual biathlon 
race. A short time later, Emil 
Hegle Svendsen won the 
101st for the Norwegians, 
taking gold in the men’s 20K 
individual biathlon.

Behind Norway in the all- 
time medals table in the 
Winter Olympics is the United 
States, which has won 83 gold 
medals. 

Berger, who won her first 
Olympic title, missed only 
one target on her very last shot 
for a 1-minute penalty, but had 


built up such a large lead that 
it didn’t matter. She finished 
in 40:58.2, beating silver 
medalist Elena Khrustaleva of 
Kazakhstan by 20.7 seconds. 
“It was really good but the last 
shooting really hurt because I 
missed,” Berger said. 

In the women’s 1,000-meter 
speedskating race, Christine 
Nesbitt of Canada won the host 
country’s third gold medal of 
the Vancouver Games. 

There are two more medals 
to be won Thursday, which is 
Day 7 of the Olympics. The 
men’s figure skating gold 
will be decided after the free 
program, while the women’s 
snowboarding halfpipe is also 
on the program. 

The Big 3 in men’s ice hockey 
are also back on the ice. The 
United States beat Norway 6- 
1, with Brian Rafalski scoring 
twice in the closing minutes. 
Later Thursday, Canada was 
to play Switzerland while 
Russia was to face Slovakia. 
In the women’s super- 
combined, Vonn was fastest 
in the downhill, but she said 
after the run that her shin was 
“killing” her. After starting 
her slalom leg, she still led 
Riesch at the first checkpoint, 
but then fell behind by the 
second — moments before 
missing the gate and crashing 
into the snow. 

“It hurts so bad,” Vonn 
said. “It’s one thing to do 
the downhill, but the super- 
combined is really tough on 
my shin. I tried as hard as I 
could.” Riesch nearly lost 
control in her downhill run, 
getting too much air in a 
small jump before halfway 
and veering momentarily off 
course, but her time of 1:24.49 
was still fast enough to make 
her the favorite heading into 
the slalom leg. 

After two straight days of 
racing, the women will have 
the day off Friday before the 
super-G on Saturday. Vonn 
will again be the favorite for 
that event.Q

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Benman: NHl not 
close to 2014 decision

VANCOUVER, British 
Columbia (AP) — The NHL 
might not decide until at 2012 
or later whether it’s going to 
the 2014 Winter Olympics in 
Sochi, Russia. 

NHL commissioner Gary 
Bettman said Thursday no 
decision is imminent about 
possibly shutting down for 
two weeks to accommodate 
an Olympics in which some 
games would be played in the 
middle of the night in North 
America, thus affecting TV 
viewership and interest. 
Before the NHL makes up its 
mind, a collecting bargaining 
agreement between owners 
and players must be negotiated 
— the current deal expires 
after the 2010-11 season — 
and American TV rights must 
be awarded. Bettman said 
the decision could be several 
years off 

“There will come a point in 
time where we have to make 
a decision, but we went to 
Torino (in 2006) at the last 
second,” Bettman said. 

The NHL didn’t sign off until 
those Olympics until about a 
month after a labor agreement 
reached in July 2005 ended a 
one-season shutdown. 

The International Ice Hockey 
Federation dreads the thought 
of an Olympics without Alex 
Ovechkin or Sidney Crosby, 
with president Rene Fasel 
all but pleading with the 
NHL to take part. The NHL 
is appearing in its fourth 
consecutive Olympics, starting 


in 1998. 

“This is the pinnacle,” Fasel 
said at a joint news conference 
with Bettman. “For our game, 
our fans, Gary, we need you, 
100 percent. ... I think we can 
play without the participation 
of the NHL players, the game 
of hockey is the game of 
hockey, but we need to have 
them here.” 

Fasel argued that the league 
takes a five-day break for its 
All-Star game during non- 
Olympic years, and that 
adding another week or so 
every four years shouldn’t be 
a major handicap. 
Bettmancautionedthe decision 
can’t be made hastily, citing 
concerns about not playing 
games at a time when fan 
interest is peaking and playoff 
momentum is building. 

“It’s clear from 30,000 feet, 
being here for two weeks 
as part of the Olympic 
experience, it’s all good,” said 
Bettman, who met Wednesday 
with Fasel and IOC president 
Jacques Rogge for general 
discussions about NHL 
participation. “You do have 
to take a step back at ground 
level and look at the impact on 
our season.” 

Ovechkin, one of the NHL’s 
signature stars, is threatening 
to play in Sochi no matter 
what the NHL does. Bettman 
said it is much too early to talk 
about what the league might do 
about a player who abandoned 
his team at midseason. 

“I don’t think I’m going to 
bother addressing what we 
would do in the event we

make that decision until we 
actually make that decision,” 
Bettman said. “Let’s deal with 
the first issue first and then 
we’ll worry about what flows 
from that.” 

This Olympic tournament is 
being called the most talent- 
heavy in Olympic history, 
with an infusion of younger 
players such as Crosby and 
some of the sport’s aging 
stars — Jaromir Jagr, Peter 
Forsberg, Teemu Selanne — 
still competitive. 

Bettman said the glow of 
Vancouver won’t necessarily 
affect any decision about 
Sochi, which offers far 
different logistics than a North 
American Olympics, including 
travel and television. 

“Being in Vancouver, being in 
Canada, with Canada’s game, 
was always a no-brainer,” 
Bettman said. 

NHL owners are concerned 
about turning over more $2.1 
billion worth of players, the 
estimated contract values of 
those playing in Vancouver, 
to a governing body other 
than their own in the middle 
of the season. The NHL also 
doesn’t dictate when games 
are played and who televises 
them during the Olympics.□

The highest remaining 
seed was England’s Paul 
Casey at No. 6. Casey, the 
runner-up a year ago who 
won the World Match Play 
Championship in England 
in 2006, swiftly dispatched 
Canadian Mike Weir, 5 and 
4. 

The field was narrowed 
to 16 for Thursday’s third 
round on the sun-drenched 
desert course near Tucson. 
Woods, obviously, skipped 
the event because of 
his personal woes, and 
Mickelson begged off to 
go on vacation with his 
family. 

If that didn’t take enough 
luster off the event, news 
that Woods would make 
his first public statement on 
his sex scandal on Friday 
certainly did. 


But despite the lower 
profile, the Match Play is 
proving to be a wide-open 
competition. 

“Like you saw, Steve 
Strieker won two weeks 
ago and lost yesterday. So 
it’s a crazy format,” said 
American Nick Watney, 
who beat Westwood 2 and 
1 . 

The final 16 features five 
players from the United 
States, three each from 
England and South Africa 
and one apiece from 
Colombia, Spain, Japan, 
India and Thailand. 

“We had nine Englishmen 
in the field, which was 
impressive,” Casey said. 
“I mean, obviously it was 
because of Tiger and Phil 
not being here. But I think 
that puts a little extra sort of 
emphasis. You kind of want 
to be the last Englishman 
here.” 

Westwood, an Englishman, 
came back from two down 
to pull even after 13 holes. 
Watney, in his first Match 
Play appearance, regrouped 
to win the par-4 14th and 
15th with birdies to win 2 
and 1. 

Furyk and Kaymer both lost 
to South Africans. 

A 13-time winner on the 
U.S. PGA Tour, Furyk was 
beaten by Chari Schwartzel 
3 and 2. Germany’s Kaymer 
also went down 3 and 2, to 
Tim Clark. 

The closest two matches 
of the day went 20 holes, 
England’s Oliver Wilson 
beating Mcllroy, and South 
African Retief Goosen 
defeating Ernie Els. 

Among the survivors was 
Spain’s Sergio Garcia, a 2- 
and-1 winner over Swede 
Peter Hanson. 


“It’s a funny tournament, 
this match play,” Garcia 
said, “because some years 
you come here you feel like 
you’replayingunbelievable, 
and you get beaten in the 
first or second round. And 
some years you come here, 
and you don’t feel quite as 
great and you manage to 
somehow get around it.” 
After becoming the second 
No. 64 seed in the event’s 
12-year history to beat a 
No. 1 seed with his win 
over Strieker, England’s 
Ross McGowan lost to 
Ryo Ishikawa of Japan 


1-up. McGowan said his 
“intensity wasn’t quite there 
as much.” 

“It’s a fantastic event,” 
McGowan said, “and 
just looking down the 
leaderboard and looking at 
the guys that are going out 
first and second round, and 
lots have won majors.” 
Ogilvy was 1-up through 
14 holes, but Villegas had 
birdies on the next two, then 
clinched it by matching the 
defending champ’s par on 
No. 17. 

“Geoff is a great player and 
obviously he has a great

Security was tight by 
Thursday afternoon, 

with the main road to the 
clubhouse blocked off.

— and he turned to the 
Golf Writers Association of 
America to come up with a 
pool of three reporters. 
“This is not a press 
conference,” Steinberg said 
on Wednesday, the same day 
photos of Woods jogging in 
Florida were released. 
Woods has always been 
about control, even in better 
times. He refused to go into 
the media center before 
a U.S. PGA Tour event if 
he was not the defending 
champion. If he agreed to a 
10-minute interview to pitch 
a product he endorses, it 
was co mm on for a company 
employee to be in the room 
making sure it didn’t go one 
second beyond that. 

But having not heard from 
Woods — except for three 
statements on his Web site 

— in three months, this 


event has taken on a life of 
its own. 

Conversation raged online, 
as many took glee in 
speculating on what Woods 
will say Friday. 

The golfer was the hottest 
topic on Google Trends. 
On Twitter, Woods was a 
dominant topic. 

One of the most popular 
threads were tweets with 
the tag “tigershouldsay.” 
Suggestions were 

predominantly sarcastic, 
such as: “At least 1 didn’t 
use steroids.” 

Live events during work 
hours on weekdays have 
traditionally meant for 
robust traffic on the Web, 
since many viewers will 
be at work in front of 
computers, rather than 
home in front of TVs. 

The U.S. PGA Tour will

The little concentrations of 
energy we know as subatomic 
particles express themselves 
differently, depending on 
the method we use to look 
at them, depending on 
our perspective. We can 
never know what a packet 
of energy is like when we 
don’t observe it, since our 
observation of it changes it 


into something else, in real 
time. The instant we look at 
a packet of energy, it changes 
into what we expect to see, 
based on our attitudes. We 
define our lives through our 
attitudes. 

Science had discovered 
something that expresses 
itself in accordance with what 
the observer expects to see. 
Such an abstract concept has 
no place in Modem Science. 
Theory must be proven 
by repeatable experiment. 
They got the repeatable 
experiment when the energy 
packet continued to show the 
observer what they expected 
to see, but they were stumped 
as to what bizzarre theory 
could possibly explain the 
laboratory proof 

This is where Heisenberg 
came in, and kind of cleared 
things up with his Uncertainty 
Principle.

It would certainly answer 
many of their most pressing 
dilemmas.

If Science 
defined Life as consciousness 
expressing through energy, 
all things would be quite 
different. 

Heisenberg’s Uncertainty 
Principle says that the more 
accurately the position of a 
particle is known, the less 
accurately the momentum 
of the particle is known, and 
vice-versa. The accuracy 
of these two properties 
measured at the same time is 
limited. 

Lets use a rough example. 
When we’re in an airplane, 
we know exactly where 
we’re going (momentum), 
but we don’t know exactly 
where we are (position), 
“Somewhere over the United 
States” or “Somewhere over 
the Atlantic”, or wherever. We 
can approximate the general 
geographic area based on 
the length of the flight, but 
we’re only accurate within 
a few hundred miles. When 
you arrive at the airport, you 
know exactly where you 
are, but your momentum 
is slowed, there is more 
resistance with every move, 
your direction and speed 


change often. There are 
elevators, foot traffic, lines, 
stop lights, turns, loops, 
etc. Your momentum hits 
resistance everywhere and 
becomes blurred, but you 
know exactly where you are 
in any moment. 

Tomorrow, we’ll explore 
how to use this knowledge in 
our own lives to make better 
decisions that lead us to the 
future we desire.

PM Douglas cries foul ou Frauce’s blacklistiug 

Since talks of OECD ‘grey listing’ hit the nation, the 
government of St. Kitts- Nevis has reached tax agreements 
with Monaco, the Netherlands, the Netherlands Antilles, 
Aruba, Denmark, New Zealand and Liechtenstein

BASSETERRE, St. Kitts - RECENT 
actions by the French government to 
include St. Kitts-Nevis on its blacklist of 
“uncooperative tax havens” have been 
described by Prime Minister and Minister 
of Finance Hon. Dr. Denzil Douglas as a 
“premature” and “out of turn” decision. 

A decree issued by the government of 
France earlier this week identified 18 
countries located outside of the European 
Union as “uncooperative” as it relates to 
the signing of Tax Information Exchange 
Agreements (TIEAs). 

Caribbean countries on that list include 
Anguilla, Belize, Dominica, Grenada, 
Montserrat, St. Kitts-Nevis, St. Lucia and 
St Vincent and the Grenadines. 

As part of the blacklisting, the government 
of France will be imposing greater taxes on 
all domestic companies that have operations 
in those 18 territories. 

Taxes in some areas are expected to see 
a jump from 15 to 50 per cent and tax 
exemption enjoyed by these companies 
will be annulled. 

The decision has threatened the region’s 
financial sector and it has not been well- 
received by PM Douglas. 

“We think that France has acted out of 
turn and it has acted prematurely against 
the co mm itment that was made with the 
OECD countries that March would have 
been the deadline for any punitive action 
to be taken,” Douglas said in his February 
instalment of monthly press conferences 
yesterday (Feb. 17). 

The Federation was similarly placed on a 
grey list of “secretive tax havens” by the 
Paris-based Organization for Economic 
Co-operation and Development (OECD), 


but was given until March 2010 to sign 
a minimum of 12 TIEAs to make its way 
onto the white list - a goal the PM said was 
certainly achievable. 

“We are very confident that with the 
pace that we have been signing on these 
agreements and treaties, definitely, the 
deadline would have been met by this 
country and so there would not have been 
any need for the OECD to blacklist St. Kitts 
and Nevis. 

“And that is why it is strange that France 
alone, of all the member countries of the 
OECD, acted unilaterally, prematurely and 
took a position which to a large extent we 
are still trying to analyze as to the specific 
reason for this action. 

Since talks of OECD ‘grey listing’ hit 
the nation, the government of St. Kitts- 
Nevis has reached tax agreements with 
Monaco, the Netherlands, the Netherlands 
Antilles, Aruba, Denmark, New Zealand 
and Liechtenstein. The nation now needs 
only three additional TIEAs to be signed in 
order to join Barbados and the USVI on the 
OECD’s white list. 

The Federation has already initialled nine 
other agreements with six separate Nordic 
countries, the United Kingdom, Canada 
and Australia and is waiting for dates for 
the signing of these agreements to be given 
to the Federation. 

Douglas said that the blacklisting, albeit a 
strange and premature decision, will not stop 
the progress made by the government, as 
he reassured the nation that his government 
would continue to work to meet the OECD 
deadline. 

A separate statement on the issue including 
the way forward for the country is expected 
to be released shortly.^

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Polemico escritor Bayly planea 
postular presidencia Peru 


LIMA (Reuters) - El escritor y periodista Jaime 
Bayly dijo el miercoles que planea inscribir 
su candidatura presidencial en Peru para las 
elecciones del 2011, pese a que muchos ven 
con incredulidad sus intenciones aunque ya 
aparece en las encuestas con un 5 por ciento de 
intencion de votos. 

Bayly, quien ha lanzado propuestas que han 
enojado a la Iglesia Catolica y militares en 
Peru, dijo que su postulacion dependera si goza 
“buena salud”, de las encuestas a su favor, del 
partido que lo apoya y del visto bueno de sus 
dos hijas. 

“Veo con simpatia y con ilusion la posibilidad 
de inscribirme como candidate presidencial en 
enero del 2011”, dijo Bayly en una conferencia 
conlaprensaextranjera. Segiinultimos sondeos, 
el alcalde de Lima, Luis Castaneda, lidera las 
intenciones de votos con un 22 por ciento, 
seguido por la hija del ex presidente Alberto 
Fujimori, la legisladora Keiko Fujimori, con 
un 21 por ciento. 

En tercer lugar figura el nacionalista y la cara 
mas visible de la oposicion, Ollanta Humala, 
con un 13 por ciento. Para algunos analistas, la 
carrera electoral podria traer sorpresas porque 
un 81 por ciento -segiin las encuestas- afirma 
que no se siente representado por ningiin 
partido politico en Peru, con lo que elevaria 
las probabilidades de que aparezca y resulte 
victorioso un candidate independiente. 

La experiencia mas clara se produjo en 
1990, cuando un desconocido profesor de 
matematica gano la presidencia frente a los 
partidos tradicionales. El vencedor Fujimori fue 


destituido en el 2000 tras estallar un escandalo 
de corrupcion. 

El escritor no tiene maquinaria politica y tendria 
que presentar su candidatura con el apoyo de 
un partido. Un pequeno gmpo independiente, 
Cambio Radical, inscrito en el jurado electoral, 
le ha ofrecido el apoyo para su postulacion. 
PAYASO DEL CIRCO 

Bayly -autor de novelas como “No se lo digas 
a nadie”, “La mujer de mi hermano”, “La 
noche es virgen” y “El cojo y el loco”- afirmo 
que se considera un “liberal de izquierda” y 
que su modelo politico es el del actual jefe 
del Gobierno espanol, el socialista Jose Luis 
Rodriguez Zapatero. Pero las propuestas del 
escritor superan tanto la valla de los politicos 
de izquierda y derecha en Peru. 

El novelista, que ha confesado ser bisexual, 
plantea que en un eventual Gobierno suyo 
despenalizaria el aborto, permitiria el 
matrimonio entre homosexuales, reduciria el 
niimero de militares y restaria “privilegios” a 
la Iglesia Catolica. 

Sus propuestas han provocado el rechazo de 
la Iglesia Catolica, las Fuerzas Armadas y 
de politicos tradicionales, hecho que Bayly 
aprovecha para elevar la confrontacion y 
mantener sus intenciones en boca de la prensa 
nacional. 

Bayly dijo que su pretension politica es 
“una aventura”, una especie de “ludopatia 
compulsiva por el riesgo”, porque si gana 
dejaria de ganar mucho dinero como escritor, 
comentarista en la television o por la venta de 
guiones para el cine.Q

Paraguay insiste Brasil revoque 
refugio a acusados de secuestro 


ASUNCION (Reuters) - El Gobierno 
paraguayo amplio el jueves los 
argumentos de un pedido a Brasil para 
que revoque el estatus de refugiados a tres 
de sus ciudadanos acusados de secuestro, 
luego de presentar documentos que los 
vincularian con la principal guerrilla de 
Colombia. 

La cancilleria paraguaya dijo que el 
Director de Asuntos Legates, Carlos 
Fleitas, entrego los documentos a 
autoridades de los ministerios de 
Relaciones Exteriores y Justicia de Brasil 
y de la Comision Nacional de Refugiados 
(CONARE). 

Los documentos amplian una solicitud 
presentada por Paraguay hace dos semanas 
y que afecta a Juan Arrom, Anuncio Marti 
y Victor Colman, procesados por el plagio 


de la esposa de un acaudalado empresario 
en el 2001. 

Los dosprimeros fuerontorturados durante 
la investigacion del plagio por fuerzas de 
seguridad, por lo cual obtuvieron el refugio 
en Brasil, donde viven en la actualidad. 
La ampliacion se realize luego de que 
autoridades colombianas autorizaran 
la entrega de documentos incautados a 
las Fuerzas Armadas Revolucionarias 
de Colombia (FARC) que contienen 
correos electronicos entre jefes del gmpo 
y miembros del partido Patria Libre, 
dirigido entonces por Arrom. 

“Se ha reiterado el legitimo derecho 
del Paraguay de reclamar la soberania 
juridica de juzgar todos los hechos 
punibles perpetrados dentro del territorio 
paraguayo”, sefialo un comunicado de la 


cancilleria. 

Paraguay presento un pedido de 
extradicion de los tres procesados en 
el 2006, que fue rechazado por Brasil 
debido a que los requeridos contaban con 
el estatus de refugiados. 

El Gobierno enfrenta una gran presidn 
para castigar a los procesados por 
secuestro tras la liberacion en enero de 
un conocido ganadero que estuvo cautivo 
tres meses en manos del llamado Ejercito 
del Pueblo Paraguayo (EPP), un pequeno 
gmpo armado que habria sido entrenado 
por la guerrilla colombiana. 

Segiin autoridades paraguayas, el 
EPP estaria conformado por personas 
vinculadas a Arrom y Marti y seria 
responsable de otros plagios y ataques en 
la zona norte del pais.Q

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BOGOTA (Reuters) - Colombia acuso el 
jueves a las FARC de buscar protagonismo 
electoral al prolongar la liberacion de dos 
militares secuestrados desde hace varios 
anos por el gmpo rebelde y advirtio que 
buscan presentar la liberacion como un 
gesto de paz para ganar redito politico. 
Las Fuerzas Armadas Revolucionarias 
de Colombia (FARC), anunciaron desde 
abril del 2009 la liberacion del sargento 
Pablo Emilio Moncayo, del soldado 
Josue Daniel Calvo y la devolucion de 
los restos del oficial de la policia Julian 
Ernesto Guevara, quien murio enfermo en 
cautiverio. 

Pero el anuncio de los rebeldes no se 
concreto por la exigencia inicial del 
presidente Alvaro Uribe para que liberaran 
en forma simultanea a 24 efectivos de las 
Fuerzas Armadas secuestrados por las 
FARC, que rechazaron la solicitud. 

“Estos terroristas de las FARC ban venido 
aplazando la liberacion, prolongando la 
tortura simplemente para hacer sainete 
electoral. Eso es muy grave, que se quiera 
hacer protagonismo electoral por parte 
del terrorismo de las FARC con el dolor 
de los secuestrados”, dijo Uribe a una 
radio local “Ahora quieren presentar la 
liberacion como expresion de que quieren 


la paz. Ojala eso no sea otro engano, como 
en tantas ocasiones anteriores lo ha hecho 
ese gmpo terrorista en epoca electoral”, 
preciso luego en un comunicado. 

La declaracion del mandatario se produjo 
horas antes de una reunion entre el 
Gobiemo, la Cmz Roja Internacional, la 
Iglesia Catolica, miembros de la embajada 
de Brasil en Colombia y la senadora 
del Partido Liberal Piedad Cordoba 
para definir detalles de la entrega de los 
rehenes.

Venezuela: RCTV luchara para 
reanudar transmisienes 


CARACAS (AP) - La directiva de Radio 
Caracas Television Internacional, un canal 
critico del gobiemo del presidente Hugo 
Chavez, afirmo el miercoles que seguira 
luchando para reanudar en Venezuela las 
transmisiones por cable suspendidas por 
disposicion del Ejecutivo. “Seguimos 
en nuestra lucha para que nos sea 
devuelta la senal que nos fue arrebatada 
indebidamente, con la seguridad plena de 
que pronto estaremos otra vez en las casas 
de los venezolanos”, dijo RCTV en un 
comunicado. El anuncio coincide con una 
reciente ratificacion de la medida por parte 
del director de la Comision Nacional de 
Telecomunicaciones, Diosdado Cabello, 
que sostiene que RCTV incumplio una 
providencia que la obligaba a transmitir 
las cadenas informativas del gobiemo, 
incluyendo los discursos de Chavez. 

Los operadores de cable y satelite en 
Venezuela suspendieron en diciembre 
la senal de RCTV. El retiro de RCTV en 
la television por cable y satelite genero 
protestas callejeras estudiantiles en las 


mayores ciudades del pais. 

Conatel aprobo el 22 de diciembre una 
normativa que cataloga como “productor 
nacional audiovisual” a cualquier televisora 
por suscripcion que no alcance 70% de 
produccion internacional. 

La providencia preve que los productores 
nacionales que operan por television por 
cable estan ahora obligados a cumplir 
las regulaciones que antes solo estaban 
obligados a cumplir los canales de senal 
abierta, ademas de otras disenadas para 
la television por suscripcion, incluida una 
que limita la publicidad solo entre el final y 
comienzo de cada programa. 

RCTV considera que la nueva normativa fue 
hecha a la medida “para tratar de justificar 
el cierre de RCTV Internacional”, agrego 
el escrito.
